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First Day For Kentucky 
Stamp At Frankfort, Ky. 
Daniel Boone Pictured 


Postmaster General Frank C. 
Walker announced May 7 the de- 
sign, color and place of first-day 
sale for the new Kentucky com- 
memorative stamp, which is being 
issued June 1, in connection with 
the 150th anniversary of the ad- 
mission of Kentucky to statehood. 

The new stamp, is to be of the 
three-cent denomination, will be 
placed on sale for the first time at 
Frankfort, Kentucky, 

It will be printed in purple ink, 
and have as its central motif a re- 
produciton of the Gilbert White 
mural in the state capitol at Frank- 
fort, depicting Daniel Boone with 
rifle in hand and three compan- 
ions, standing on a promontory 
overlooking the Kentucky River 
to the land on the opposite shore 
where the city of Frankfort now 
lies, in the Kentucky River Valley. 

The new stamp wlil be arranged 
horizontially and will be the same 
size as the current Special Delivery 
issue, 144 /100 henies by 84/100 of 
an inch. The central design of the 
Daniel Boone mural will be ne- 
closed in an oval border. 

In the upper left corner will be 
the inscription “United States” in 
two lines and in a corresponding 
position in the upper right will be 
the inscription “Postage 3c” also in 
two lines. Across the bottom of the 
stamp will be the wording “sesqui- 
centennial of the Statehood of 
Kentucky” with the dates 1792” 
and “1942” appearing in the lower 
left and right corners respectively.

Henderson's OPA Exempis' 
Stamps And Coins From 
Government Price Control

Both philately and numisma- 
tics are not affected in the least 
by the General 
Regulation set up by OPA head 
Leon Henderson to check the ris- 
ing cost of living. To achieve its 
end, the new ruling “places art 
absolute ceiling over substantially 
all of the commodities and servi- 
ces sold at retail.” 

However, stamps and coins are 
listed as among the items ex- 
cepted from the law which will 
last “for the duration.” The rea- 
son, perhaps, for them being as- 
signed to an outside category is 
that it would be an impossible 
job to determine what each deal- 
er charged for each of the multi- 
tude of issues during March. 
Furthermore, prices of stamps 
and coins always have’ varied 
widely. This factor is tied up with 
the very nature of the method of 
determining prices in pbhilately. 
‘Catalogue price’ has _ been the 
yardstick but very rarely has it 
been the same as market prices. 
Fluctuations range from a frac- 
tion of the Scott quoted evalua- 
tion all the way to top catalogue 
and sometimes above. 

Recognizing this, probably with 
the advice of Postmaster General 
Frank Walker and his aides, the 
Office of Price Administration | 
has given stamp collecting quite 
a break. Some leading collectors, 
though, are offering a word of 
caution to dealers. They point 
out that the regulation should not 
be interpreted as a go-ahead sig- 
nal for dealers to jack u» their 
prices to new highs. Such action, 
they stress, can easily lead to a 
loud clamor from collectors with 
the result that the regulation 
might be extended to _ include 
stamps. Since prices in this ficld | 
would have to be set arbitrarily, | 
the chances are that dealers | 
would come out on the short end 
with many forced to go out of 
business.

Comparable with 
Federal document 
of the present, those of the Civil 
War era were varied and ex- 
tensive. Almost every conceivable 
form -of~an instrument-of-writing 
at one time or other in the six- 
ties had a specific stamp duty. A 
glance into the long alphabetical 
list of first-issue “titled” docu- 
ment stamps published in the 
stamp catalogue discloses the far 
— affects of a stamp tax 
law. For business men whose 
transactions were most frequent, 
revenue stamp uses were more 
numerous than of postage. For 
the wholesaler, manufacturer, 
banker, broker, lawyer, notary 
and county official, a substantial 
stock of revenue stamps was ever 
a necessity. From such sources 
unusual adhesive tax-prototype 
applications came _ forth with 
some emissions from those con- 
fronted with the subject of stamp 
tax application but occasionally. 
Certain stamped documents 
herewith classified as unique 
were the results of mistakes or 
inadvertent errors of omission or 
commission. Only a few came 
from willful attempts to defraud 
the National Government. Per- 
haps too, some could have origi- 
nated becaues of a changing and 
complex law. Delay in printing 
and distributing the early adhe« 
sives caused some omissions. 
Immediately following Oct. 1, 
, the date on which all origi- 
nal first issue adhesives were 
scheduled for issuance. However, 
should an instrument need 
stamps, the maker was not estop- 
from affixing them when 
made available. No stamps were 
applied to a promissory note of 
October 11, 1862 for $500.00. 
Such a note needed a twenty cent 
“Inland Exchange” adhesive, but 
none were purchaseable as that

Situated in the southern por- 
tion of the lonely Gulf of Carpen- 
taria, in Australia’s far north, is 
the comparatively large but un- 
important Mornington Island, lit- 
tle known to most Australians 
and visited by less. 

The island is still most imper- 
fectly charted, little survey work 
having been done in this area 
since the original one by that 
grand explorer, Matthew Flinders. 

The island had a normal aborig- 
inal population and this led to 
the establishment of a mission 
station there by the Australian 
Inland Mission. 

The missionaries have a small 
lugger, with which they maintain 
connection at intervals with 
Burketown on the mainland of 
Queensland, through which small 
port they obtain their necessary 
medical and other supplies. 

A small pedal wireless trans- 
mitting and_ receiving station is 
maintained by the missionaries, 
who keep in regular contact with 
the main mission base wireless 
station at Cloncurry, where the 
Australian Aerial Medical Servi- 
ces’ ambulance and medical offi- 
cer are centered. When necessary, 
the ambulance plane and doctor 
from Cloncurry visit the island 
to tend the sick or injured. 

With the commencement of the 
Empire Flying-boat Service in 
1938, Mornington Island found it- 
self on the direct route from Ka- 
rumba to Groote Eylandt, over 
which the regula- overseas fly- 
ing-boats operated with the air- 
mail and passenger service to the 
East and to Europe. 

Two days before Christmas, the 
huge flying-boat, on its way from 
Sydney to Singapore, came down 
from its usual height in order to 
swoop low over the isolated Mis- 
sion Station, and two small para- 
chutes floated down bearing spec- 
ial Christmas papers, periodicals 
and Christmas gifts for the m’s- 
sion staff and their flock. 

The diversion of a large ocean 
liner to some remote tiny island 
requires much money or much 
influence. So also does the bring- 
ing down from the sky of one of 
the world’s largest airliners. This 
special action at Christmas has 
been made possible by the close 
collaboration and sympathetic in- 
terest that has existed for years 
between Mr. Hudson Fysk, the 
managing director of Qantas, and 
the Reverand Dr. John Flynn, 
veteran Australian missionary 
and founder of Australian Aerial 
Medical Services. And so Morn- 
ington Island Mission passes on 
to another year of unselfish de- 
votion and work in the cause of 
practical Christianity; and who 
shall say that their isolation does 
not represent a greater measure 
of civilization than the warring 
world of strife and striving in 
which most of us live?

OF THE CIVIL WAR 
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prototype was not released until 
December 2, 1862. However the 
absence of required stamps did 
not excuse the maker from the 
tax liability. On the other hand, 
a patriotic letter head used for 
promissory note purposes on Oct- 
ober 18, 1862, bears three five 
cent “Inland Exchange’ proto- 
types first issued on October 23, 
1862. As the labels were cancel- 
led “10-18-62” it therefore be- 
came a fine example of post-ap- 
plication. Bordered with the col- 
ors, red, white, and blue, and 
with “Union and _ Constitution’’ 
embossed thereon, such a piece is 
an excellent exhibit of unusuality 
in stamped documentation. 

But, perhaps the outstanding 
examples of omission are those 
documents not stamped when be- 
ing released, because of conten- 
tion that the Federal stamp taxes 
due thereon came in conflict with 
state rights. When enacting all 
Internal Revenue laws of the era, 
Congress granted no exemption 
for instrumentalities issued by 
the several states or their political 
subdivisions. Neither did it ex- 
empt state employees from the 
income taxes of the period. State 
and county documents subjected 
to the stamp tax laws included, 
(1) bonds, short-term notes, 
stock, bounty certificates, orders- 
to-pay, and the like, (2) original 
porcesses, writs, sheriff sum- 
mons, surety and _ indemnity 
bonds, court affidavits, and sim- 
ilar instruments arising under 
state court procedure, and, (3) 
wills, letters of executorship and 
administratorship, surety bonds 
for office holders, proofs of claim, 
and documents such as receipts 
submitted in proceedings of pro- 
bate, surrogate, and orphans 
courts, 

Particularly under the last two 
of the above classifications, vigor- 


‘ous protests against such stamp 


taxes were early in evidence. 
While the war lasted and the fi- 
nancial exigencies of the Federal 
Union required tax payments 
whether great or small, _ these 
taxes were paid despite legal ob- 
jections. But with suspension of 
hostilities it was not long before 
many state courts ruled on the 
legality of certain Federal stamp 
taxes. Many cases reached the 
highest state courts, but decisions 
rendered did not all agree on the 
matter of constitutionaiity, and 
legal conflict arose between one 
state and another. No recourse 
was made to the United States 
Supreme Court for the reason 
that Congress being apprised of 
the divergences of opinion as to 
stamp taxes on certain state in- 
strumentalities, on March 2, 1867 
exempted original processes, 
writs, sheriff summons and court 
affidavits or certificates. From 
the operations of the stamp tax 
laws. 

State courts had ruled for or 
against the Federal Government 
stamp tax mandates. Those hold- 
ing for fifty cent stamps on or- 
iginal processes of law, held that 
the tax was on the suitor. Those 
declaring such a tax unconstitu- 
tional, did so on the grounds that 
it interfered with the effective 
operation of state courts. Thus 
with counties within the _ states 
and states within the Union in 
hopeless disagreement, it remain- 
ed for public reaction to make 
such stamp taxes non-uniform or 
invalid. In one county no stamps 
would be required, while in the 
adjoining political subdivision 
they had to be affixed. Although 
some courts in counties of the 
latter feeling held them valid, yet 
records disclose cases being no- 
ted by an objector as being non- 
stamptaxable because of certain 
constitutional scruples. No stamp 
having been applied—only fifty 
cents where the document was a 
writ—it is evident that no re- 
sponsible officer entrusted him- 
self with payment enforcement. 
Although many documents of un- 
usuality were released in cases 
applicable to this paragraph, an 
outstanding taxable paper is a 
justice request on a sheriff for a 
summons issuance. Dated Sep- 
tember 13, 1864 it needed a five

This week I want to tell col- 
lectors about my visit to a unique 
stamp club, a club which has a 
limit of 25 active members and 
which boasts almost 100% at- 
tendance at every meeting.

All of his shelves and his stock 
is in excellent order and as fine 
as will be found in most shops. 
Mrs. Poppenger working along 
with Pop makes a fine assistant 
and is always on the job. 

Pop has been doing a whale of 
a business with his new line of 
Patriotic envelopes, all original 
designs and going over big from 
his recent offerings, new designs 
are being added from time to 
time and collectors are clamoring 
for more. 

After a lengthy chat I left Pop 
for other business and promised 
to be on hand at 3 o’clock Satur- 
day afternoon for the shindig at 
the Akron City Club. My arrival 
was welcomed by a host of Akron 
collectors and we were immedi- 
ately escorted to room 23 which 
turned out to be just another 
name for Parlor G which is fa- 
miliar to all who have been fre- 
quent visitors to Akron stamp 
meets. 

Next we visited the exhibition 
room where fifty frames of ex- 
cellent material were on display. 
In my wanderings I came across 
a large round table where some 
of the boys were playing what I 
thought was Bridge, at least I 
was invited to get into the game 
and oon won enough to buy 
eight dollars worth of Defense 
stamps. Besides the activity at 
three other similar tables some 
collectors were showing stamps 
at several bourse tables. 

The call, “Soup is on” broke 
up the various gatherings in a 
hurry for an excellent chicken 
dinner was ready for all and it 
was none of those half chickens 
either, but a whole one for each. 


Pop stated that there were just 
about 100 at the dinner and in- 
troduced collectors from Indiana, 
Ohio, Pennsylvania, Michigan and 
some in uniform from our fight- 
ing forces. Music by a 15 piece 
all girls band kept the boys on 
the edges of their chairs all even- 
ing. No long speeches were per- 
mitted except for a talk by 
Charles Pfahl on the 3c 1851. 
During his talk he was inter- 
rupted by a “‘shot gun wedding” 
also “an Ice Man”, a little boy 
woh drank too much pop, Santa 
Claus and a one armed paper 
hanger all staged in the “Hell’s a 
Poppin” manner which was car- 
ried out as neat as the show it- 
self. 

The formal events of the even- 
ing were closed with a short talk 
by Edmund Burroughs of Akron, 
after which the crowd played 
cards and amused themselves in 
other manners till the wee hours 
of the morning. 

These dinners, frequently stag- 
ed by this club which has but 25 
active and five associate mem- 
bers are looked forward to by 
those who are fortunate enough 
to attend as being about the most 
ideal gatherings of congenial 
stamp collectors that one can at- 
tend. No attempt to ballyhoo a 
big crowd is made. A select gath- 
ering is well taken care of and 
the event is one to be remember- 
ed. Due to the interest the mem- 
bers feel in the club, the atten- 
dance has been almost 100% at 
the monthly meetings, all of 
which are dinner meetings at the 
Akron City Club.

Cape Four Penny Black 
Triangle Branded As A 
Real Black Sheep Stamp 


Mr. A. A. Jurgens in a letter 
to the editor of the South Afri- 
can Philatelist sums up the facts 
as regards the much discussed 
Four Penny Black Cape of Good 
Hope Triangle stamp and points 
out conclusive evidence that 
makes cancelled copies of _ this 
stamp appear to be nothing more 
than fraudulent cancellations. 

His letter is printed herewith: 

I would like to express my ap- 
preciation at the very able man- 
ner in which you refer to the 
Black Fourpenny Cape in the Edi- 
torial of the South African Phila- 
telist of February, 1942, the three 
concluding paragraphs therein 
being in my opinion sound com- 
mon sense, 

During the whole period in 
which the Cape triangular stamps 
were in use only two. different 
types of defacing stamps were 
used, viz.: 

(1) The triangular defacer, 

(2) The Oval Bar Numeral de- 
facer. 

And so far as date stamps were 
concerned, which were not really 
intended for the defacement of 
stamps but which were used oc- 
casionally for this purpose there 
were only three in use, viz.: 

(1) The Oval of 1853-1854, 

(2) The Circular Date Stamp 
of 1657. 

(3) The Small 
stamp of 1864-1865. 

As all of the above mentioned 
postal markings are common and 
well known to philatelists it does 
seem rather strange that of all 
the postmarked copies of the 
Fourpence black so far discovered 
the type of defacement cannot be 
identified. I do not think it is 
necessary to go beyond this for a 
reason,

REVENUE STAMP TAXES 
OF THE CIVIL WAR

tage from a used envelope to the 
document, the postage stamp hav- 
ing been postally canceled in 
New York City. 

Other oddities of omission or 
commission can be attributed to, 
(1) a prevalent opinion that as 
“postage stamps” had been de- 
clared legal tender, as such they 
could be used instead of revenue 
stamps for paying document tax- 
es, (2) a local scarcity of proper 
denominative revenue’ stamps, 
and (3) earlier changes and 
amendments to the revenue laws. 
In the first instance, under the act 
of July 17, 1862 out of the prac- 
tices of the people Congress had 
provided postage currency. With 
certain exceptions it defined such 
currency as legal tender for the 
payment of all debts, public or 
private. The Commissioner of In- 
ternal Revenue had insisted that 





for payment of taxes of docu- 
ments proper revenue stamps 
only could be used. Leslie’s 


weekly, criticized the New York 
postmaster who held against ob- 
verse usage, the editor stating: 
“The law of July 17, 1862, which 
we subjoin, not only authorizes 
the use of postage and _ other 
stamps of the United States, but 
makes them legal tender.” 

After reading such argument 
the public reasoned and did what 
it pleased, and could not be dis- 
suaded. In Great Britain it was 
the practice, so why couldn’t a 
revenue stamp be used for post- 
age purposes, or postage stamps 
used for payment of internal re- 
venue taxes? As yet I have been 
denied the privilege of inspecting 
a postal envelope of the Civil 
War era where a revenue stamp 
paid mailing charges, but as for 
the converse there are many fine 
examples. Principally, the one 
and three cent 1861 postage 
stamps, and the two cent “Black 
Jack” were affixed to documents 
in many instances. Moreover the 
five, ten, twelve cent stamps of 
the 1861-1867 omissions also 
found their way to documental 
premises and paid a tax. The 1869 
issue also paid documentry stamp 
duties, the first three denomina- 
tions being used on papers in- 
spected by the writer, the higher 
values as yet not being revealed 
as used for revenue purposes. 

A receipt of February 5, 1870 
bearing the grilled “Black Jack” 
is typical of postage used for re- 
venue purposes as late as 1870, 
while a marriage license demand- 
ing a five cent tax not only bears 
four cents in revenue stamps, but 
also a one cent “Franklin” of 
1869. A receipted bill-head sub- 
ject to a two cent tax, bears a 
three cent “Locomotive” stamp, 
while the two cent “Horseman” 
also of 1869 postage issuance also 
found its way to documental pre- 
mises. Perhaps the outstanding 
example of early postage use for 
tax payment is illustrated through 
a one cent 1857—demonitized in 
1861—but affixed to a receipt of 
August 18, 1864 that demanded a 
two cent document tax. To ex- 
plain its use we can only enter- 
tain supposition; the earlier two 
cent revenues were blue in color 
like the above postage stamp, the 
latter, through error or deliber- 
ate act affixed in lieu of a reve- 
nue. Some of the higher valued 
postal stamp issues of the Civil 
War years in fives, tens, and 
twelves, provide interesting ex- 
amples of document tax payment. 
On a certificate of claim a five 
cent “Jefferson” of mustard color 
came into use, while on a $700.00. 
promissory note of November 1, 
1868, three ten cent 1861 postage 
stamps and a like number of two 
cent general revenue stamps, 
overpaid the tax one cent. Another 
tax overpayment wherein postage 
was involved, came through an- 
other promisory note. Dated Aug- 
ust 1, 1867 for the sum of $200, 
tax thereon was ten cents, but 
the twelve cent stamp became 
the expedient for tax payment. 

Other expedients for accom- 
plishing revenue tax payment 
produced bi-sects. If a paper de- 
manded five cents, half of a ten 
cent revenue stamp or two and 
one-half of some two cent re- 
venue were used skould the mak- 
er lack the proper denominative 
stamp. Many unusual evidences

HAVE STAMPS A PLACE IN TODAY’S LIFE? 

Judging from some letters that come to our desk, there are col- 
lectors who wonder if their continued activity in buying stamps for 
their stamp collections and their activity with their hobby is a 
proper and patriotic proceedure under present conditions, Some even 
seem to feel that they are being called upon to forego all-interest in 
their stamps for the duration. 

This thought should be expelled from their minds at once for 
there is no reason why anyone should give up their stamps or their 
interest in the hobby or for that matter, the purchase of new 
stamps for their collection, 

The one point that all need remember however is that they 
must make some sacrifice. no one is asking for a total sacrifice 
on the part of anyone, although some people, through the misfortune 
of war will have to make a sacrifice that will be almost total. This 
will be in the way of a loss due to the exegencies of war and the 
present business situation of the country. For such, one can only 
feel sympathetic and hope that they may find a means of recovery. I 
know this to be a fact for I have passed through that stage, yet 
I hope to climb up again and feel that I am entitled to the same 
scheme of living that can be enjoyed by other men. 

Some people, however, get moody on the subject and wonder 
if they should not forego everything and put every cent not needed 
for sustenance into War Stamps and War Bonds. 

This is not asked of anyone. Do your bit and do a bit more if 
you are able, that means 10% or more of your weekly income into 
War Stamps and War Bonds, If every American would do only that 
much, there would be ample funds for all needed expenditures at 
the present time. As more is needed you will be asked for more, 
but for the time being, do your part with a clear conscience and 
continue your way of life at the same time, 

Our president has pointed out that Baseball is an activity worthy 
of continuing, he even pointed out that although there was a power 
shortage, night baseball with its huge lights might even help reduce 
the use of power by concentrating the people in one spot rather than 
at home with lights burning there. 

You are not asked to give up all your surplus money to the war 
effort. If such were the case, the one way to do it would be to 
arbitrarily close up every business which was an unnecessary busi- 
ness. That would mean breweries, whiskey distilleries, pool rooms, 
many small stores and dozens of other kinds of business where 
people spend money for things that they could get along without. 
Until this time comes, if it must come, go ahead with your stamp 
collecting. There is nothing that will take its place for you as a 
means of rest and relaxation after a hard days work. 

While others spend their spare money for night clubs, ball 
games, or other unnecessary things, you are entitled to pursue 
your hobby in your usual manner and anyone who knows anything 
about stamp collecting will know that in the end you will be far 
better off for having spent your spare change on stamps than if you 
had spent it in some of the other ways in which one can spend 
such cash. 

At the same time, however, remember your obligation to your 
country and to the boys who are facing the enemy for you. Buy 
your share of War Stamps and War Bonds first, then use your spare 
money for a few wanted stamps for your collection. 

When and if we are called on to give all for the prosecution 
of the war, then it will be by governmental action and will be 
time enough for the supreme sacrifice which will have to be borne 
by all to the full extent of their means and not on any percentage 
basis.

REVENUE STAMP TAXES OF THE CIVIL WAR 

One of the interesting displays at the last exhibition of the 
Columbus Philatelic Club, April 18, 19, was the frames of Documents 
and stamped paper of the Civil war period as displayed by Mr. 
Joseph L. Bopeley. 

Knowing the interest which Mr. Bopeley had in this material 
we prevailed on his good nature to write an article on the subject 
and such an article is of particular interest at present in order that 
you who growl about taxes might review the endless chain of taxes 
that the people had to carry following the Civil war. 

It would seem that hardly a legal or commercial paper of any 
kind escaped a tax and the effort of congress to make stamps for 
each individual paper soon put the whole issue into a mess whcih 
could only result in a single issue for papers, with issues for pro- 
prietary articles as another group. Thus the first issue revenues soon 
gave way to the orange and black and the blue and black of the 
1871-72 issues, 

Mr. Bopeley stated at Columbus that there were only a few 
collectors who are seriously collecting and studying revenues on 
original papers. He can be addressed at London, Ohio and will be 
glad to hear from any collector who has documents and wants to 
learn about the stamp interpretation and application on same.

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Linn’s Stamp News Gets 

Letter From U.S. Censor 
On Wartime Practices 





Under date of April 30, a let- 
ter comes to Linn’s Weekly 
Stamp News at Sidney, Ohio, call- 
ing attention to the fact that 
stamp’ publications frequently 
print information for collectors of 
postmarks, naval _ cancellations 
and postmarks of military estab- 
lishments, and calling our at- 
tention to the rules and regula- 
tions as laid down in the ‘Code 
of Wartime Practices for the 
American Press.” 

The letter says further, “May 
we call your attention to the 
Ships and Troops clause which 
might be violated by the publica- 
tion of some stamp news.” 
Thus our readers must under- 
stand that we too are subject to 
use our own best judgement and 
may at times feel obliged to omit 
some information which we might 
otherwise have published. It is 
to be borne in mine however that 
the regulations are concerning 
for the most part, movements of 
ships on the seas and movements 
of troops outside the country or 
from our shores to other points. 

Information on troops in train- 
ing camps, also about military 
postoffices within the United 
States is considered.as of no value 
to the enemy and such material 
may be printed. 

Naturally we shall use every 
endeavor in the publication’ of 
material in our columns to pro- 
tect the interests of our country 
and our men. 

Incidentally, the cover and let- 
ter together with the circular 
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from the censor makes a nice ad- 
dition to our war time collection 
of philatelic material.

Proposed Revision Of 
Scott's Cafalog Is Made 


Mr, A. C. Johnson of the Marks 
Stamp Company of Toronto, Can- 
ada proposes a revision of prices 
in the Scott catalogue on the basis 
of pricing all-stamps at double 
their actual selling value on the 
theory that collectors have been 
educated t oexpect and look for a 
50% discount when buying, Mr. 
Johnson points out that this latter 
fact keeps the market upset and 
that if all stamps were priced at 
double actual selling value, then 
the catalog would become a true 
guide to prices and values. 


For example, he notes a stamp 
priced at $1.00 and which is usual. 
ly readily available at 50% dis- 
count, making it cost 50c. He then 
points out that most current Brit- 
ish shilling stamps in mint con- 
dition are listed in the catalog at 
32c and that this is what dealers 
usually sell at. This however is 
full catalog value and Mr, John- 
son suggests that these stamps be 
priced at 64c each and sold as are 
other stamps at 50% discount, 

The idea is sound and sensible 
and might be handled in that man- 
ner or it might as well be handled 
the first mentioned 
stamp priced at $1.00 and chang- 
ing that price to 50c and then sell 
on a net basis and forget the dis- 
count, a feature which many deal- 
ers and collectors have preached 
for years past.

the importance he attaches 
ee beneficial influence of 
stamps on a tired mind, 
With war clouds approaching 
Australian shores, the pursuit 
any hobby, including stamp 
g, may appear to many to 
pe a waste of time, energy and 
money; on closer examination, 
powever, we find that our hobby 
not only does not retard the war 
effort, but definitely helps it. 
The morale of the people is of 
ytmost importance at the present 
time, and this cannot be main- 
tained by continuous mental or 
sical work. A certain amount 
of relaxation is vital and in these 
free moments gloomy think- 
ing about the war will not improve 
us but have a deteriorating effect. 
Few hobbies can approach stamp 
collecting in filling these odd mo- 
ments. Moreover, the trade that 
supplies the stamps to collectors 
can hardly be regarded as a lux- 
ury trade, for it empioys only a 
minimum of staff and makes no 
demands on shipping space or on 
supplies of essential war materials. 
Yet it is not the civilian that 
benefits by it. The late Fred J. 
Melville, probably the greatest 
philatelic writer, wrote during 
the last war:—“The hobby that 
can hearten a soldier, broken in 
the wars, during the long silent 
hours of pain and confinement is 
a gift beyond price.” Then he goes 
onto say: “They (the stamps) 
provide tranquil occupation that 
soothes his nerves, they mix the 
tonie that feeds his brain; they 
provide the balm that oils the 
grinding mills of suffering.” 
More than one of our invalided 
men are finding these words ab- 
solutely true, although they may 
never have heard them.

arose because of surplus stocks in 
certain revenue stamps. Especi- 
ally in 1864-1865 the stamp vaults 
of the Government contained a 
large number of revenue stamps 
rendered unusable because of re- 
peal of document duties on 
express receipts in 1863 and tele- 
graph messages in 1864. Further- 
more, proprietors of patent med- 
icines and playing cards had 
shifted their demands from gen- 
eral stamps printed for their 
needs to stamps for their own 
private use. Along with the sur- 
plus “Express” and “Telegraph” 
prototypes, “Proprietary” and 
“Playing Card” stamps were 
stocked. Hence we find the singu- 
lar spectacle of the Internal Re- 
venue insisting that for paper 
purposes only documentary reve- 
nue stamps be used; but when 
receiving an order for five cent 
stamps used in large quantities 
for certificate and jurat purposes, 
shipping instead either through a 
collector of internal revenue or 
direct fom the stamp office, “‘Pro- 
prietary” of “Playing Cards” 
stamps of the three low de- 
nominations, or any other eom- 
binations in stamps then availa- 
ble. Particularly on notes and 
certificates do we find these in- 
teresting evidences; sometimes a 
strip of five one cent stamps, a 
four and a one, a two and a three, 
two two’s and a one, or a three 


and a two. Such expedients came}... 


through the affects of a complex 
stamp tax system subjected to 
changes and adjustments coming 
through trial and error. 

An early amendment in the In- 
ternal Revenue law applicable to 
stamp taxes on promissory notes 
and inland bilJs of exchange, also 
provided a source of disposition 
of surplus stocks in low valued 
stamps, as well as bringing forth 
many evidences of stamp tax ap- 
plication prevailing during the 
Civil War era. Whereas under the 
1862 act such instruments paid a 
duty proportionate to the sum of 
money involved, on March 3, 
1863 Congress declared for pay- 
ment in accordance with time 
factors. For example, notes pay- 
able on demand were taxed one 
cent on each $200, with the taxes 
graduating upwards at two, three, 
four, six, and ten cents per $200 
proportionate to the number of 
days running to maturity date. To 
meet this stamp tax adjustment 
four and six cent “Inland Ex- 
change” stamps had to be en- 
graved, the only special first is- 
than the 


sue prototypes other 
two cent, fifty dollar, and two 
hundred dollar emissions. 

For stamp _ taxpayers _ this 
change in the law’s_ structure 
came on March 3, 1863, hardly 
before they had _ familiarized 


themselves with the original rate 
schedule. Diffusion of news had 
been protracted to some extent 
with the advent of the adjusted 
law; consequently, certain prom- 
ises-to-pay issued subsequent to 
the above date, contained on their 
premises stamps applied under 
the preceding tax schedule. These 
cases are most evident in notes 
calling for amounts of $100 or 
less which demanded five cents 
under the initiatory law; for ex- 
ample, a note dated May 18, 1863 
for $20 being stamped with a five 
cent imperforate of the “Inland 
Exchange” kind. 

When using the time system 
for promissory notes and _ the 
like, taxpayers had to be math- 
ematicians. A note of July 21, 
1863 for $50 payable in twelve 
months required a _ ten cent 
stamp, but carrie? a one cent 
1861 “Franklin” postage stamp. 
As both stamps were blue in col- 
or, did the maker remove the 
wrong adhesive in error from the 
stamp receptical, or did he re- 
duce the amount of tax to the 
demand note rate—the presump- 
tive time period under the de- 
mand time rate being three days 
—to avoid the higher tax Ano- 
ther note brought to attention 
herewith was dated March 1, 
1864. Calling for $204 and payable 
in six months, the proper amount 
of revenues, twelve cents, were 
affixed, as the rate was six cents 
per $200 on six month paper.

U. 5. Commemorative Stamp Facts

THE ALASKA - 


The Territory of Alaska, or Russian America, as it was formerly 
called, was purchased from Russia in 1861, while Andrew Johnson 
was President and William H, Seward was Secretary of State, As 
Mr. Seward conducted the negotiations leading to the purchase of 
this great and valuable territory, it was considered eminently proper 
that his head should grace the stamp issued for use at the Alasks- 
Yukon Exposition held in Seattle, ® 


Washington, in 1909. The land 
embraced in the purchase is equal 
to the combined area of the three 
largest of our states, Texas, Cali- 
fornia and Montana. The purchase 
price was $7,200,000, and while 
there was considerable opposi- 
tion to the purchase at the time, 
in many a year since then it has 
produced ten times the purchase 
price in gold and the fishery bus- 
iness. 


The 2c—Seward—was isued on 
May 26, 1909, perforated 12 and 
watermarked double lined USPS. 
It is recorded in carmine and 
bright carmine and a number of 
more or less shifted transfers are 
known, most of them low in 
price. About 150,000,000 were is- 
sued, there being some uncertain- 
ty as to the exact number. One

tary’”’ and one six cent “Inland 
Exchange” stamps bear evidence 
of tax payment. Sometimes when 
promises-to-pay were drawn ma- 
kers had every intent to pay on 
maturity dates. However occa- 
sionally they couldn’t in spite of 
good intention or advantage was 
taken of the ‘““demand’’ note pro- 
visions. As a direct example, a 
demand or three day promise-to- 
pay remained unpaid for nearly 
fifteen months, tax paid amount- 
ing ot but one-tenth of the 
amount actually due. Under such 
conditions a_ straight five cent 
per $100 rate, irrespective of time 
factors was introduced, coming 
into effect on June 30, 1864. 

Although comparatively few in 
number, other oddities and unu- 
sual items are documents’ with 
stamp tax applications descrip- 
tive of outright attempts to evade 
or avoid document taxation. The 
Commissioner of Internal Reve- 
nue on several occasions had 
cause to issue warnings embrac- 
ing the reuse of canceled stamps, 
and the grill device arose for 
postage stamps for the same rea- 
son. It appears according to the 
tone of his letters, that the chief 
places of violation were trading 
centers where thousands of sale 
bills and contract forms were dai- 
ly used. Presumptively, indivi- 
duals engaged in the practice of 
cleaning and restoring revenue 
stamps for reuse, and as a con- 
sequence the Government lost 
substantial sums of tax revenue. 
Typical of a crude reusage is a 
certificate bearing a four cent 
“Proprietary”. No attempt was 
made to remove a “P. D. & S.” 
handstamp cancellation by a par- 
ty far from a trading center, but 
a needed revenue adhesive was 
conviently removed from a Perry 
Davis & Son medicine package, 
reaffixed and recancelled in ink. 
Another evasion example _ also 
comes from a country source, for 
whatever big business. offices 
could do, insignificant men could 
do likewise. This document has 
an imperforate twenty cent “In- 
land Exchange” prototype affix- 
ed. But the affixer did not at- 
tempt to remove the paper of the 
document from which the stamp 
was clipped. Directly the stamp 
appears as normal, but upon ex- 
amination the underlying old pa- 
per layer was found sheared 
closely to the stamp, and when 
reaffixed to a document had all 
the appearance of an original ap- 
plication. 

Sometimes !nternal revenue of- 
ficials caused documents to be 
properly taxed. An inland bill 
carried an original stamp tax ap- 
plication of two cents covered a 
“Bank Check” prototype of the 
imperforate variety. However a 
revenue collector demanded an 
additional thirty cents in unpaid 
stamp taxes, which when paid by 
a stamp of proper amount bore 
the said collector’s notation. Such 
cases often arose where docu- 
ments were presented as evi- 
dence in courts. Tc be valid they 
had to be sufficiently stamp tax- 
ed this provision giving rise to 
other court interpretations of 
Federal Government powers. 
Should such taxes not be satis- 
fied, a collector’s act in affixing 
proper stamps caused admittance 
of document evidence. 

Many pirvate proprietors of 
medicines and matches caused 
each dealer to affix the revenue 
stamps to the respective bottles, 
boxes, or packages. The proper 
number of stamps were supplied 
with each shipment, responsibility 
for affixing such tax medie be- 
ing shifted on each dealer. Often- 
times such private prototypes as 
supplied found their way to the 
surface of a doucument being 
used for payment of the tax 
thereon. A certificate of a notary 
bore not only a two cent “Black 
Jack”’ postage stamp and a two 
cent “Bank Check’’, but lastly a 
four cent “Scovill” private pro- 
prietary. “Thus eight cents in 
stamps were applied to a five 
cent taxable document, but, three 
cents of the application was in- 
valid according to the wordings 
of the revenue law. Two one cent 
“Barber” match stamps were used 
for tax payment on a_ receipt 
of August 17, 1865, while a one

Type 1 Or No. 1. 

A form of specialization in the 
general stamp field is the collec~ 
tion of No. 1 stamps from the 
different countries. That is the 
first stamp ever issued. This of 
course means that it must be the 
first type used as well. This could 
be carried into the precancel field 
but would have to be TYPE 1 as 
it would be impossible to say 
just what value was first issued 
from many towns. In some cases 
it would be the 1c stamp but in 
others where a plate was received 
and many values were used right 
from the start it would be im- 
possible to determine the number 
one stamp. So if any one wishes 
to make a sort of historic precan- 
cel collection, a collection of Type 
1 items from the different towns 
and cities would be the answer. 
Don’t too many rush into this or 
the field will be crowded ??? 


Familiar Types. 

With the upsurge of business a 
noted increase in the volume of 
parcel post mail is having its ef- 
fect on our’ precancel _ supply. 
Many of the types that were more 
or less common on the past issue 
were in many instances practical- 
ly unknown on the Presidential 


issue. In fact there were many 
types that I thought were pro- 
bably returned to Washington 


arid the use of precancels discon- 
tinued. I took heart recently 
when I had the pleasure of look- 
ing over a lot of Presidential pre- 
cancels: for in it were many of 
the old familiar types. I will 
mention these not that they are 
new or unlisted but just to show 
some of the types and towns I 
meant that were not coming out 
very fast until the last few 
months. Detroit in U-1; Spring- 
field Mo. U-3; Reading Pa, U-10; 
Pasedena, Calif. U-12; Rock Is- 
land, Ill. U-88 Erie, Pa. U-1; 
Charleston S. C. U-10. All of 
these were on stamps that we do 
not term low values, values from 
the 5c up to the 30c denomina- 
tion. I don’t think that the Pres- 
identials will ever be as plentiful 
as the past issue for several rea- 
sons but I think they will be 
plentiful enough to make a good 
showing and after all if they are 
not so common there won’t be 
so many penny selling items to 
clutter up the market.

cent “‘Eichele’’ was not only in- 
sufficient but aiso invalid for 
paying the tax on a like document 
dated March 30, 1868. In all ap- 
pearances this stamp might have 
been removed from the origina! 
match box before reapplication. 
which happened when a “Dough- 
erty” playing card private stamp 
found it way to another receipt. 

Civil War revenue stam ) vari- 
eties on document as such are 
rare, and arouse considerable in- 
terest. The fifty cent “Mortgage” 
in the cracked plate (C58) variety 
on an early document of same 
title, is an exhibit of which the 
owner can be reasonably proud. 
as he can, should he hold an ori- 
ginal bank check with the proper- 
titled prototype bearing the large 
double transfer (T4). Sheet mar- 
gin stamps, some disclosing mar- 
ginal engravings and plate num- 
bers of the printers, Butler and 
Carpenter, they too are exhibits 
that portray the peak of stamp 
taxation in America. Should a 
revenue stamp tax enthusiast en- 
joy especially the state -stamp 
taxes for the period of which we 
write, documents originating in 
California) and Nevada _ reveal 
combinations of such state stamps 
and of the Federal Government. 

In viewing stamp tax docu- 
mentation of 1862-1872, along 
with oddities arising therefrom, a 
person can easily be thrilled with 
history described therein, for a 
picture in the words of the emi- 
nent Chinaman provides more 
than a thousand words can ex- 
press. A parade of banks, brokers, 
railroads, express and telegraph 
companies, businesses, and all ef- 
forts and avocations of men pass 
before us, all in all a true repre- 
sentation of America in progress. 
In document printing improve- 
ment, engravers, lithographers, 
and printers of the sixties and 
seventies not only provided pa- 
triotic envelopes for promotion of 
war esprit-de-corps and _ post 
bellum reconstruction, but also 
sent forth and pictured America 
in other works of art. Checks, 
notes, drafts, receipts, stock cer- 
tificates, and like documentation 
abound in color and art work. 
Allegorical impersonations of 
“Liberty” and ‘Justice’, glorifi- 
cations of the Constitution, fe- 
male beauty’s of the age, rail- 
roads, ships, and the tools and 
arts of men were some of their 
subjects, truly pictorial of a 
transitory and evolutionary 
America.
